E note by dispatches that Ironton is planning to 
put an end to the street fair evil by passing an or- 


/- 
dinance requiring a license of $500 a day for such 


exhibitions, which automatically shuts them out of tho city. 
The ordinance should pass. A similar one should be adopted 
in Portsmouth. For there is nothing to recommend the mod- 
ern street fair. It is usually a collection of nondescript shows, 
of no merit, the whole set off by, an assortment of gambling 
devices, of more or less innocent ^character. 'Upon the latter 
the show depends for drawing crowds and for separating them 
from their money. The common practice is to get some lodge 
to stand sponsor for the Fair, 'and the lodge is expected to 
work upon the authorities and induce them to look with toler- 
ant eye upon the gambling at the Fair grounds. In return for 
this prostitution of their good name the lodge is allowed » 
small percentage of the receipts. The Street Fair comes and 
goes and leaves in its wake nothing but a civic headache. So

the 


summer time? And why should lodges that would ordinarily 
fi'own upon law breaking, allow their names to be dragged 
thiough the muck and mire-of a Street Fair carnival?
